Executed by the undersigned for the purpose of forming a Wisconsin nonstock, nonprofit 
corporation under Chapter 181 of the Wisconsin Statutes: 

ARTICLE I 
Name of Corporation 

The name of this corporation is Institute for Reforming Government Inc. 

ARTICLE II 
Purpose of Corporation 

The corporation is formed exclusively for charitable, educational, scientific, or religious purposes 
within the meaning of section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. To the extent 
consistent with those general purposes, the specific purposes of the corporation shall be to 
identify ways to remove barriers separating individuals from an efficient and functioning 
government, including but not limited to conducting educational outreach and peer review studies 
to evaluate policies and consider solutions for deficiencies. 

ARTICLE III 
Members 


The corporation shall not have members. 


ARTICLE IV 

Limitations on Activities and Net Earnings Distributions 

No part of the net earnings of the corporation shall inure to the benefit of, or be distributable to, 
its directors, officers, or other private persons, except that the corporation shall be authorized and 
empowered to pay reasonable compensation for services rendered and to make payments and 
distributions in furtherance of its purposes. No substantial part of the corporation s activities 
shall be the carrying on of propaganda or otherwise attempting to influence legislation, and the 
corporation shall not participate in or intervene in (or publish or distribute statements regarding) 
any political campaign on behalf of or in opposition to any candidate for public office. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of these articles, the corporation shall not carry on any other 
activities not permitted to be carried on (a) by a corporation exempt from federal income tax 
under section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 or (b) by a corporation, 
contributions to which are deductible under section 170(c)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986. For any period the corporation constitutes a private foundation within the meaning of 
section 509 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, the corporation shall (a) distribute its income 
for each tax year at such times and in such manner as not to become subject to the tax on 
undistributed income imposed by section 4942 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, (b) not 
engage in an act of self-dealing as defined by section 4941(d) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, (c) not retain any excess business holdings as defined in section 4943(c) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986, (d) not make any investments in such manner as to subject the 
corporation to tax under section 4944 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, and (e) not make any 
taxable expenditures as defined in section 4945(d) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. 
Reference in this paragraph to specific sections of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 shall be 
deemed to also include any corresponding provisions of any future United States Internal 
Revenue Law.
